The admiral explained this 
request by saying that he had had so 
much handshaking on Saturday that his 
hand pained him severely. 

Admira] Dewey rose early, however, 
sending for a cup of tea at 6 o'clock. 
Shortly after he ordered a light break- 
fast, which was.sent to his apartments 
and which he ate alone. When the ad- 
miral had finished his breakfast he sent 
for his private physician, Dr. Percy, who 
was closeted with him for a few minutes. 
Admiral Dewey later called on the mem- 
bers of his family and his relatives and 
chatted with them for fully an hour. He 
received Mayor Van Wyck at 9 o'clock. 
Mayor Van Wyck acted as the essort of 
the admiral throughout the day He 
was present in the admiral’s room; he 
escorted him down to the parlor where 
the Chicago delegation was to be re- 
ceived, and was the only representative 
of the city in caring for its gallant 
guest. .

Mayor Van Wyck then seized the oppor- 
thus offered to get away, and, 
placing his hand under the elbow of 
Admiral Dewey’s right arm, escorted him 
out through the door. As Admira] Dew- 
ey was leaving the room there was a 
burst of applause, and he turned and 
waved a salute with his hand as he dis- 
appeared behind the heavy curtains.

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ANOTHER KLONDIKE FOUND 


DIARY OF AN OLD EMPLOYEE OF 
HUDSON BAY COMPANY

Leads the Way and Newspaper Men 
Locate the Gold in 
Canada. 


‘Minneapolis, October 1.—The Times 
this morning publishes a letter from 
Fort. Francis, Ont., under date of Sep- 
tember 20th, which says: 

“‘Ungaveland, a region as desolate and 
unknown as the Klondike was four years 
ago, has just been penetrated by a party 
of prospectors headed by a newspaper 
man of this region and consisting for 
the most part of men representing a 
wealthy Boston syndicate. 

“From their reports and from state- 
ments made by a member of the Cana- 
dian geological survey whom they found 
in that region, they shave, run into a 
Klondike and one richer in diversified 
minerals of larger extent and easy to 
reach as compared to the ice deserts of 
the Yukon. About a year ago J. A. Os- 
borne, editor of a newspaper of this re- 
gion, became the possessor of a diary 
that had been the records of an old em- 
ployee of the Hudson Bay Company. He 
was astonished to find that it told cir- 
cumstantially of the discovery of mineral 
deposits on the eastern shores of Hud- 
son bay, north of the Canawale river, in 
what is known as Ungaveland, one of 
the last remaining unexplored tracts of 
the North American continent. 


‘“‘Mr. Osborne had no difficulty in in- 
ducing Boston capitalists to provide 
funds to equip an expedition! to ex- 


plore for the mineral] fields. 

“Before returning the party found large 
and valuable deposits of gold, silver, 
copper, iron, anthracite and linhinite gyp- 
sum and cinnabar."’ 


WILL FIGHT THE INSPECTORS. 


Captain Watkins, of the Liner Paris, 
Reaches New York. 

New York, October 1.—Captain Freder- 
ick Watkins, recently captain of the 
American liner Paris and who wason the 
bridge of that vessel when she went down 
on the Manacle rocks, was a passenger 
on the New York, which arrived here 
today. 

Captain Watkins said he came back to 
fight the United States board of steam 
vessel inspectcrs, which suspended him 
for two years in consequence of the ac- 
cident. He talked freely of the affair 
and acknoweldged as he did in his offi- 
cial report that the grounding of the 
Paris was due to a mistake on his part. 
He left at once for Long Branch and 
expects: in a few days to be in Wash- 
ington. He frecly criticised the English 
board of trade for what he termed “a 
confounded impudent action.” 


MASKED MEN ROB RESIDENCE. 


Inmates Are Tied to the Beds and 
the House Is Set on Fire. 
Portsmouth, O., October 1.—Twelve 
masked robbers entered the Mead home- 
stead, twelve miles from this city last 
night. and firing revolvers ordered the 
family to remain in bed. 

George Gallagher, a nephew of the 
Meads, réfused to ‘obey and was beaten 
into unconsciousness and the others were 
tied to the beds. The robbers searched 
the house, tearing up hearths and pulling 
down mantels, securing about $500. The 
robbers, before leaving, set the house 
on fire, but the fire went out. Gallagher 
is so badly injured that he may die. 


ESCAPES FROM STEEL CAGE. 


Desperate Convict Makes Playthings 
of Locks and Bars. 
Columbus, O., October 1.—John Atkin- 
son, confined in the steel cage at the pen- 
itentiary built for him and the other SO- 
called prison ‘“‘demons,’’ Marlat, Hearly 
and O’Neil, escaped today from his cell 
and had secreted himself under a bench 
in the corridor when captured. The 
steel cage was thought to ibe absolutely 
safe, there being two sets of doors and 
two sets of locks, worked only from the 
outside by levers and bolts. Atkinson 
managed, by the use of a stick, to disar- 
range the whole system of locks and free 

himself. 


THIEVING SAILORS ARRESTED. 


Members of the Crew of the Scotsman 
Now in Jail. 

Montreal, October 1.—Twenty-three 
members of the Scotsman’s crew, laden 
with plunder, arrived in Montreal this 
morning on the steamer Montfort.

October 1.—Lawrence 
Brown, was accused 
of incendiarism in Orangeburg county in 
1897, request of the 
prosecutor and subsequently lynched 
Stilton station. Under the clause of the 
new ‘state constitution and subsequent 
legislative acts, the father of Brown 
sued the county of Orangeburg for $10,0€0 
damages. It was the first case under the 
new law and attracted general attention 
throughout the country. At the first 
trial, in September, 189%, the verdict was 
for the defendant county, the judge hold- 
ing that the act only applied in cases 
whera prisoners were taken from officers 
and lynched. The state supreme court 
reversed this opinion and the case Was 
called again in court at Orangeburg 
yesterday. The testimony proving the 
lynching was overwhelming, though one 
of the county’s lawyers, 
fact that Brown’s body was riddled with 
bullets and his hands and feet tied, 
claimed that the negro had committed 
suicide. The jury in half an hour re- 
turned a verdict in favor of the county.

From all points in the Transvaal, Natal 
and Cape Colony come reports of renewed 
military activity on the frontiers, and 
while the movement of individua] com- 
mands as yet do not show concerted 
plans, it is evident that ‘the narrow, 
wedge-like strip of Natal, whose apex is 
crowned with the ominous name of Ma- 
juba Hill, will be the center of the com- 
ing storm. 

Boers Mobilizing on Buffalo River. 

Late yesterday the Boers established a 
camp at Scheepers Nek, near Vryheid, 


and they will mobilize -a great force on. 


the Buffalo river tomorrow, which the 
authorities at Dundee expect will move 


across the border to that point, probably’ 


at once. 

It is believed that a conflict «at 
this point will certainly occur early 
in the week. 

At the same time the Boers are col 
lecting a force of 2,000 men under the no- 
torlous commandant, Cronje, in the Mul- 
mani gold fields, near Mafeking, where 
Colone] Baden-Powell is stationed. 

Dispatches from Tuli, Rhodesia, 
announces that another force of 
burghers is massed at Peitersburg, 
fifty miles south, and that outlying 
parties are posted at all the drifts 
along the Limpopo river. 

In the meantime Colonel Plummer’s 
command is moving fifty miles nearer the 
Transvaal frontier, and has established 
telephone connections to within six miles 
of Rhodesia drift, on the Limpopo.

Physicians were at once summoned, but 
Wommack died before any medica! as- 
sistance could be rendered. 

The tragedy taking place near where 
the west-bound passenger train was stop- 
ping for supper, a number of people heard 
the reports of the pistol, and saw the 
parties Involved, but took no notice of 
{t until it was reported that some one | 
had been assassinated. 

From the best information now obtain- 
able, it seems that Liner, who is consid- 
ered a rather tough character, became 
offended by some words that had passed 
between him and Wommack during the 
evening. Being under the influence of 
whisky, no one gave any notice to his 
threats of violence until he had come up 
with his victim and precipitated the trag- 
edy already related. He knew that his 
work was deadly, and he did not hesitate 
a moment after he had fired the second 
shot, but fled down the street in the di- 
rection of his home, which is about two 
miles from town. 
A brother-in-law of the dead man, Mr. 
Joseph Little, immediately offered a re- 
ward of $100 for the capture of the as- 
Ssassin, Dut men were. already on the 
search for him. 
The citizens are considerably excited, 
and no effort will be spared to bring Li- 
ner to justice.

HOUSTON HAS A‘ CANDIDATE 


While Bibb County Has Five Who 
Want the Place. 


WEGRO BAPTISTS GATHER AT MACON 


Working To Build Their. College. 
Prominent Men of Their Race 
in the City—Other News. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., October 1.—The race for solic- 
itor general of the Macon circuit may 
open up in lively manner this week at 
Perry, for all the candidates for this po- 
-gition expect to be there during the ses- 
sion of Houston superior court, which be- 
gi tomorrow, and will actively and 
cordially meet and mingle with the dem- 
ocratic voters of Houston, in anticipation 
of e election next year for solicitor. 
bibb county has five candidates and Hous- 
ton only one, and the Bibb candidates will 
meet Houston's candidate on his own 
campground. ‘ihe Bibb candidates, as 
before stated in The Constitution, are 
Robert Hodges, the incumbent; Andrew 
W, Lane, Hope Polhill, John R, Cooper 
and M. G Bayne. Hvuuston’s candidate is 
James FP. Duncan. Crawtord county, the 
third county in the Macon circuit, has 
no candidate. If the election is by pri- 
mary ballot in the three counties on the 
same day, and Bibb has five candidates 


| for Houston's candidate, Mr. Duncan, ap- 
pear bright, especialiy, if he can obtain 
practicadly the solid vote of Houston, and 
carry Crawford by a fair majority. As 
Crawford and Houston are in the same 
senatorial and congressional districts 
some seem to think that Crawford will 
cast her majority vote for Duncan.’ Each 
of the Bibb candidates expect to receive 
votes in Crawford and Houston, in addi- 
tion to the votes they obtain in Bibb. 
Houston's candidate also naturally be- 
lieves he will get votes in Bibb, for many 
former residents of Houston now live in 
Bibb, and Duncan has relatives and 
friends in Bibb. While all the Bibb candi- 
dates are personally friendly, there is no 
close political affiliation or ties between 
them, and no one feels any special reason 
why he should get out of the way in fa- 
vor of any other, particularly as each be- 
lieves he himself is the strongest candi- 
date. It has been suggested by some, not 
candidates, that the Bibb candidates agree 
to run before the people of Bibb alone, to 
decide who is the choice of Bibb, and the 
defeated candidates then retire and leave 
Bibb’s choice to contest the field of the 
circuit with Houston’s candidate. In this 
event Bibb’s choice would easily win, as 
Bibb’s vote is much larger than the com- 
bined vote of Houston and Crawford, The 
candidates have not been heard from on 
this plan and it is not known what their 
views are. 

It has been suggested that each candi- 
date in the race be allowed one delegate 
for every 100 votes seceived by the can- 
didate in the primary election and these 
delegates meet in circuit convention and 
nominate. By this plan the man who re- 
ceived the lowest number of votes in the 
primary might be the nominee of the 
convention of the Macon circuit. 

There is lots of fun ahead in the solic- 
itor’s race. ;

When the charges were preferred 
agains. Captain Slaughter he was asked 


to name a day when he thought he would 
be ready for trial, and he replied that he 
would have to be given a little time to 
consider the matter. 

Saturday the captain stated to Chair- 
nan Patterson that he wceuld be ready in 
two or three days. 

The police board meets in regular 
monthly session next Monday night, and 
it igs possible that Captain Slaughter’s 
trial may not be taken up until that time 

However, the Doard ‘s almost of the 
unanimous opinion that a special meet- 
ing had best be held for the trial, and if 
Captain Slaughter .announces that he is 
ready for trial during the present week, 
Chairman Patterson is very likely to call 
the board together at once. 

The Line of Defense. 

Just what the line of defense will be is. 
not known. Captain Slaughter has been 
in cajly conference with his attorneys, 
Messrs. L. Z. Rosser aid B. H. Hill, and 
they have doubtiess by this iime outlined 
the defense the captain will make. 

It is said that Captain Slaughter will 
hold that the men under hi.g@ were ap- 
pointed by the chief of police, without 
consulting him, and that m«st of them 
were chosen by the chief after a confer: 
ence with members of the police board. 

He will probably take the position that 
in those cases with which he is charged 
with detailing his men to do work for 
parties outside the city, that he was in- 
structed to do so elther py the chairman 
of the board, the vice chairman or the 
chief of police. 

As to the charge that he cofuded with 
Detective Green Conn, and that he re- 
ceived money for work done for outside 
parties, he will claim, it is said, that 
Conn did the work and received the 
money, and that Conn never gave him 
any portion of it. 

He will refute the charge that he failed 
to make proper reports to the chief by the 
allegation that if he had been so derelict 
in his duties the chief should have called 
his attention to it. That is, he will take 
the position that he did not know he was 
not acting to suit the offfials when he 
had never reteived any int.mation from 
the chief to that effect. 

Green Conn as a Witness. 

Must interest will center in the testi- 
mony of Green Conn. Iris upon his state- 
ment that the most severe portions of 
the charges have been based. He has 
said that he received as much as $90 in 
one transaction, and that he divided with 
Captain Slaughter. This Captain Slaugh- 
ter has flatly denied. 

One portion of the charges affirm that 
Captain Slaughter swore falsely in giy- 
ing testimony in a divorce proceeding, 
and the witness depended upon to sub- 
stantiate this charge is the chairman of 
the board. 

In another specification in the charges 
it is alleged that Captain Slaughter stated 
that Green Conn did not go to Macon 
while working »n the Augusta divorce 
case, and to substantiate this the wit- 
nesses will be the chief of police, the 
chairman and the vice chairman of the 
board of police commissioners. 

So, among the witnesses to confront 
Captain Slaughter will be the chief of 
police,‘the chairman and the vice chair- 
man of thé board and one of his own 
men. 

The trial, when it comes up, will un- 
doubtedly be one of the most sensational 
that has ever taken place in the police 
department of Atlanta.

APPORTIONMENTS TO BE MADE 


A Chairman for Finance Committee 
Will Be Named Today. 


| 
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NO INTIMATION OF MAYORS APPOINTEE 


The Apportionment Sheet Increases 
the Appropriation, It Is Said, 
by at Least $10,000. 


At the regular session of council at city 
hall this afternoon at 3 o'clock several 
matters of unusual Importance will be 
brought to the consideration of the body. 
The report of the regular October appor- 
tionment sheet which has been completed 
will be made by Chairman J. S. Turner, of 
the finance committee, as his last official 
act as a member of the general council. 

The appointment. of Dr. Turner's suc- 
cessor as chairman of the finance com- 
mittee will probably be made by Mayor 
Woodward before the adjournment of 
council this afternoon. As to who the new 
finance committee chairman is to be, the 
mayor has given no intimation, and some 


‘interest waits on the announcement this 


afternoon. It is generally understood that 
there is more than one member of the 
committee who would like the chairman- 
ship and not a few who in the control of 
the city’s finances have demonstrated a 
thorough fitness for the pvusition. 

The ordinance framed by’ the board of 
electrical control will be reported by 
Chairman W. 8S. Thomson. No action will 
probably be taken by council on the pro- 
posed ordinance and the probabie outcome 
may be its report to the committee on 
electric and other railways. The require- 
ments of the ordinance are that all elec- 
trical companies owning and operating 
high potential wires shall put them un- 
der ground. Under this head it is under- 
stood telephone and trolley wires do not 
come and in case of the passage of the 
ordinance the owners of such wires would 
not be required to put them’ under 
ground. 

Apportionment Increased. 

Although the contents of the October 
apportionment sheet will not be made def- 
initely known until the meeting of coun- 
cil, it is stated authoritatively by a mem- 
ber of the finance committee that the ap- 
propriations to the different departments 
of the city government have increased 
rather than diminished. An added appro- 
priation it is understood has been made 
tothe departments of police and sanita- 
tion on account of the state fair; the ex- 
position grounds to be taken in charge 
and thoroughly policed as well as cleansed 
by the sanitary department during the 
time the fair is open to the public. 

It is understood that the addition made 
to the October apportionment sheet over 
the last one amounts to fully $10,000. 

It is practically certain that no fight will 
be made on the apportionment of the 
finance committee and that.the sheet w!!) 
be adopted as it comes from the hands 
of the committee. 

The members of council] in the delega- 
tion to the Syracuse convention, who 
stopped over in New York for the Dewey 
celebration, are expected to reach the 
city today and be in their seats at city 
hall this afternoon. isd 

The session of council outside of the 
reading of the October apportionment 
sheet and the consideration of the ordi- 
nance prepared by the board of electrical 
control will be taken up largely with 
routine matters.

‘Atlanta Lady Held Tennessee. Bonds 


Worth Several Thousand Dellars. 


|WERE ALL TURNED DOWN 


Attorney Goree, of Atlanta, Present- 
ed Them to Funding Board. 


HAVE BEEN CONFISCATED BY THE STATE

Mrs. Carrie Wright Found Them 
Among Her Dead Husband’s

Five Tennessee state bonds, worth sev- 
eral thousand dollars, which had been 
sent from Atlanta to Nashville to he 
funded, have been the cause of some very 
interesting investigation by the Tennessee 
state officials recently. 

The bonds were owned by an;-Aflanta 
lady, and an Atlanta attorney sent them 
to Nashville and then went there to ap- 
pear before the funding board last Sat- 
urday. 

There was a remarkable feature in the 


matter, and that was: the discovery that } 


the bonds, or bonds with corresponding 
numbers, had all been funded. The bonds 
were promptly turned down and held as 
the property of the state of Tennessee.

‘The bonds were held by a woman residing in 
Atlanta, who made affidavit when called on as 


|to how she came in pessession of them, that 


she had found them among the papers of her 
deveased hustand. C. P. Goree, her attorney, 
met with the funding board of the state today 


and was informed that the records showed that: 


the bonds of this particular series and so 
numbered had been taken .1p in 1883, and fur- 
ther that no bonds for the purpose specified 
were issued in the numbers given. The bonds 
specify on their face that they were issued 
to the Hiwassee railroad and only five bonds 
unaccounted for in this lot are now outstan1- 
ing. Not only do the bonds presented differ 
from the five outstanling in the numbers, hut 
in the date as well. It is che belief of the 
funding bvard that the original figures were 
removed and the new ones inserted. In times 
gone by the old bonds, after being turned into 
the state, were kept in boxes in the basement. 
The tops of some of these wre Knocked off 
in moving them about, .and the canceled bends 
ecull be taken ont ty any one who could gain 
access to the basement. That is how these 
honds are svpposed to have got abroad again.

Attorney Goree’s Statement. 


A reporter of The Constitution called 
to see Atforney Goree last night at his 
residence in the city. Mr. Goree promptly 
told all he knew about the bonds. He 
siid: 

“T received the bonds from the hands 
of Attorney L. A. Dean, of Rome, Ga., 
and he received them from Mrs. Carrie 
Wright, of Atlanta. Mrs. Wright res'des 
at No. 26 Formwalt street. She made 
affidavit that the five bonds had been 
found among her husband's papers when 
he died years ago at Dallas. I am satis- 


fied that so far as Mrs. Wright is con-: 


cerned she Knew nothing of anything be- 
ing wrong about’ the bonds and gave 
them to her attorneys in good faith. I 
acted only’as an attorney, and as soon as 
I found that the bonds were claimed to 
be irregular by the Tennessee funding 
board I immediately dropped the mat- 
ter. I first sent the bonds to Nashville, 
and upon receiving a letter stating that 
they were not all right, I went in person 
to Nashville and appeared before the 
funding board. I received a letter from E. 
B. Craig, state treasurer of Tennessee, 
in which he stated that bonds with num- 
bers corresponding to those belonging to 


| Mrs. Weight had been funded, and that 


the bonds she held had been tampered 
with. He also-stated that he knew I was 
acting only as an attorney.” 

The bonds were held by the funding 
board, a request that they be returned to 
Mrs. Wright, having ben refused. 

In her affidavit Mrs. Wright stated that 
she was the wife of James Wright, who 
died in Dallas, Tex., in November, 1898, 
and that she found the five bonds among 
her husband's papers. She placed them in 
the hands of her attorneys to do with 
them what they thought best. | 

It was not known that the bonds were 
worthless until Attorney Goree sent them 
to Nashville. 


OFFICERS CAPTURE CONVICT. 


Arthur Watson, Escaped Convict, 
Caught by.Two Policemen—Had 
an Assumed Name. 

Officers Key and J. W. Dodd yesterday 


captured Arthur Watson, an escaped con- |} 


vict, who is wanted at Spigner, Ala. 

There was a reward of $50 for Watson. 
A few days ago a letter was received by 
the chief of police from Spigner, stating 
that Watson was an escaped convict and 
might be in Atlanta. The letter was read 
out to the police. Yesterday Officers Key 
and Dodd ascertained that a man->who 
went under the name of Charley Johnson 
was working in a cotton factory and 
that he was Arthur Watson, the escaped 
convict. : 

The officers, after a clever piece of 
detective work, succeeded in finding Char- 
ly Johnson and locked him up. 

Johnson admitted that he was Watson 
and broke down and began praying. 

The convict is a young man, about 
twenty years of age. He formerly lived 
in Columbus, Ga. He went to Alabama 
and stole a lot of goods from a country 
merchant nineteen miles from Montgom- 
ery. He was arrested, tried, convicted and 
sentenced to three years in the peniten- 
tiary. 

After serving about one year he escaped 


from the convict camp at Spigner. The 
escape was in May, 1898. 
(Wiatson took the name of Charley 


Johnson and came to Atlanta and went 
to work in a cotton factory. He had 
been a free man over a year and had 
doubtless thought he would nevyér be 
caught. 

Officer Key has recently done several 
pieces of good detective‘work. He heard 
the letter from Spigner read and he and 
Dodd went to work with earnestness and 
zeal, and the result was the capture of 
the escaped convict.
